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Warrant has 33 articles 


At the present writing there are 33 
articles ready for the warrant of the 
1979 annual town .. More may 
later be added, either by the 
selectmen or the town manager. 

Many of the articles appear and 
reappear from year to year, such as 
committee reports, authorization to 
pay unpaid bills, ete. The capital out- 
lay article (to purchase equipment, 
ete.) is for the sum of $208,700 this 
year. 

There is an article asking that Olson 
Street be accepted. It is probably one 
that was submitted by Selectman 
Rocco DePasquale. Mr. DePasquale 
was talking of Olson Street, before 


‘Olson Street is in part an accepted 
street, for about 100 feet. It lies 
between the fire station and the post 
office, and leads toward Middlesex 
Avenue. Mr. DePasquale wants to

have the street completed to 
Middlesex Avenue from Church Street 
so as to relieve in part the traffic con- 
gestion around Wilmington Square. 

Eventually, he believes, such a 
street would become a part of the 
hoped for Alternative Route 129, 
which for the past half dozen years 
has been held up by government sur- 
veys and studies. 

There are five articles submitted by 
the Wilmington Planning Board, hav- 
ing to do with zoning. 

The planning board wants a new 
bylaw relating to club houses. Such a 
bylaw has been proposed before, but 
withdrawn, while waiting for the Sons 
of Italy Lodge to get itself located 

There is also a bylaw 
which would permit trailers in 
Wilmington. 

Two articles have to do with P.R.D. 
zoning. P.R.D. is the acronym for

Ainsworth Road is the old roadbed 
of the old Salem & Lowell Railroad, in 
North Wilmington. It was accepted 
by the town meeting 15 or so years 
ago, but the then town manager failed

to carry through, and get the vote 
Tegistered. The railroad bed is only 
about 30 feet wide. 

Currently there are no plans signed 
by the selectmen for a layout of 
Ainsworth Road. Without such a 
layout the town meeting cannot vote 
acceptance 

There is an article asking to change 
the zoning of some land on West Street 
to General Business. It is presently 
zoned residential. 

Another article, on petition, asks for 
a High Density Business District. 

There are four articles for the sale 
of town owned land to private in- 
dividuals, Larz Neilson, J.P. Casey, 
C.R. Jackson and J.A. Bernardi 
Each is by petition 

There is an article asking for a 
retirement plan, for the traffic super- 
visors of Wilmington, by petition. 

The last two articles, both by peti- 
tion, are for the alternate budgets, as 
submitted by John Murphy of 
Christine Drive. Both articles were 
subject of reports in the Town Crier of 
a week ago.

Teaching cuts enumerated 


positions would be 
eliminated in fiscal 1979.

The news that 34.5 teachers and 
other school personnel would be laid 
off as of July 1, “kind of hit us off 
balance,"’ said Wilmington high 
school history teacher Steve O'Brien 
last week. 

O'Brien and Roger Medeira 
Wilmington Teachers’ Association 
representative, were present at the 
January 10 meeting of the School 
Committee to ask some questions 
Telative to the planned layoffs. For 
the most part there were few 
answers. 

O'Brien agreed that the processes 
which led up to last week's announce- 
ment were ‘‘open and democratic.’ 
He asked, however, how decisions 
were reached as to which 

ts would be cut and if there 
Were any guidelines which teachers 
Could look forward to in the future. 

Last week the School Department 
amnounced in a.news release that the 
budget for fiscal 1979 was set at 
$8,082,275....a projected increase, the 
Telease said, of .05413 per cent over 
last year’s budget. After the figures 
Were checked, however, the actual in- 
‘Crease was found to be 5.413 per cent.

Ment was made that 34.5 school

Swain School; two kindergarten 
teachers; 1.5 elementary music 
teachers; and one elementary art 
teacher; one elementary physical

At the intermediate level, two 
physical education teachers will be 
eliminated; while at the high school 
level, one music teacher and one 
reading teacher will be let go 

Other positions to be eliminated in- 
clude> two after-hours library 
positions at the high school and the 
North Intermediate School, two 
kindergarten aides, one high school 
science technician and 15 teacher 
aides. 

“Teachers' aides received possibly 
more bad news than the teachers 
did,” said Medeira at the School Com- 
mittee meeting. 

Four of the aides will be eliminated 
from the high school, two each will be 
eliminated from the Woburn Street, 
Swain and Shawsheen Schools and one 
each from the North Intermediate, 


West Intermediate, Boutwell, Glen 
Road and Wildwood Schools. 

According to School Committee 
Chairman Lester White, no policy dic- 
tated where cuts would be made. 
Rather, he said, student enrollment in 
each department indicate where cuts 
would be feasible. 

“In the past our policy has been that 
if even a smal! number of children has 
needed a certain subject, we would 
provide it,’ said Committeeman John 
Brooks. ‘Now I think we will have to 
take a hard look at undersized 
classes. 

We have a responsibility to 
students," observed White, “but we 
also have a responsibility to the tax- 
payers. 

In response to a question from 
Medeira, Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Derek Little said that because 
of a new age requirement for 
kindergarteners, the School Com- 
mittee estimated that 25 per cent 
fewer youngsters would register for 
the coming year. The estimate, he 
said, indicated approximately 204 
kindergarteners, a drop of 90. There 
would be, he said four classes with 25 
youngsters in each. These would be 
taught in the customary two sessions.

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How to reduce taxes is a subject 
which interests some people. In the 
past few months there seems to have 
Deen a strong anti-spending trend in 
the nation, and, it so seems, in 
Wilmington. 

Quite probably ‘there is one in 
Tewksbury as well, but the voters in 
that town who understand town 
meeting seem to be few in number. 
‘They may be against increasing taxes, 
but they stay home and do not vote. 

One of the causes for the increase in 
taxes is; of course, inflatién. The 
effects of inflation can be traced back 
to the days of the Roman Emperors. 
It is not just a modern affliction, 

In the United States the Vietnam 
conflict was a powerful start for the 
Present wave of inflation, and the 
current national budgets are propell- 
ing inflation on and on. Mr. Carter 
hopes to have a budget this year, so it 
is reported, that will have a deficit of 


Reducing taxes 


who are elected to school 
committees with a mind for 
economies can do nothing, too. 

‘Schools are not the only source of in- 
creases in'taxes. Highways, police, 
fire, any department. The reader can 
name it, and the answer is yes. 

The final budgets of these 
departments, other thar the small 
ones, are no longer fully decided in the 
town meetings. The budgets are 
voted, but the final decision takes 
place in the long and protracted dis- 
cussion between town officials and at- 
tornies representing the unions. 

‘The pay for the people who do the 
bargaining is $50 an hour. A discus- 
sion which lasts 100 hours, and such 
things have happened, can cost $5000 
per side. Ultimately, that cost is 
borne by the taxpayers. 

Police chiefs and fire chiefs receive 
big salaries, as a result of a vote by 
the legislature. The highest salary in

Inflation reflects on local tax rates 
because of the increased cost of 
«materials and labor. Local spending 
has to increase, not only because of 
the national inflation, but because of 
laws voted by the state legislature. 

Political pressures in the state 
house has caused new laws by which 
the local taxpayer. is left no alter- 
native than to vote increased taxes. 
One such instance, the outstanding 
one, is school costs. 

School budgets, influenced by laws 
passed by the legislature, have but 
two lines, one for expenses and one for 
salaries. The town meetings have 
only one duty, to vote Yes. 

To do otherwise is to bring on court 
‘action, ‘in which” the town always 
loses. For some taxpayers this is dis- 
couraging. 

‘The taxpayers hear stories of large 
salaries, and of increasing costs, and 
of the Chapter 766 program, which 

was designed to be educational, but is 
now social as well. They can do 
nothing. 


Quite probably the salary of the 
Tewksbury police chief is greater. 
The Tewksbury police, according to 
one report, get more than do the 
police of any other community. 

It is said the starting pay, for a 
rookie patrolman, in Wilmington, is 
$15 thousand a year. Presumably it is 
more in Tewksbury 

This is not to pick on the police, but 
to point out that the wages paid in 
both Tewksbury and Wilmington, to 
nearly all employees, are beyond the 
control of the local. authorities. The 
state legislature is to blame, and 
beyond the legislature are the unions 

Voters, in the town-meeting, can 
pick and choose in the line items of 
the budget, and wield the axe oc- 
cassionally, but they cannot over rule 
the negotiations of the union 
agreements. 

‘They can cut only in materials, and 
in such items as the Beautification 
Committee, where a very modest 
budget will probably get the axe.
